NOTES OF THE 
— 
COMMUNISM IN GERMANY. 

The attempt made on the life of the German Emperor, calls to mind the 
astonishing news which some weeks ago came from Germany. Communism, 
the exclusive home of which France was supposed to be, has found a corgenial 
soilin Germany. ‘Ten thousand communists—among them many women—mus- 
tered on a certain occasion at Berlin alone. They are actually represented by 
twelve members in the legislature. And what is still more astonishing, this 
communism has cut itselt off from Christianity, and in fact from all religion. It 
is an atheistical body. Now, by divorcing itself from Christianity, it has 
vacated the only position in which it would have found it possible to maintain 
itself, and even to obtain public sympathy. For the seeds of the broadest 
communism are deposited in the New Testament, some of its principles clearly 
enunciated, and the example of such a body set. The founder of Christianity, 
by his repeated and vehement denunciation of the rich, by the advice given by 
him to a rich sympathiser with his work to sell all his property and to distribute 
the proceeds among the poor, by the selection of his chief companions and 
cenfidants among the working classes, and by forming with his followers a 
society which had all in common with a common treasurer, distinctly 
showed that the bent of his mind was in -this direction. lis immediate 
disciples, as we learn from the Acts of the Apostles, carried into practice 
the ideas of their master, for they, too, had everything in common, and 
whoever joined their body had to sell everything he had and to hand over 
the proceeds to the common treasurer. It is in thé same spirit and 
following the example set them that monastries.were founded. Monks and nuns 
of most orders are in a certain sense communists. Private property among 
them does not exist. It all belongs to the establishment to which they happen 
to be attached. Protestantism in having abelished monasticism, has in this 
respect receded further from primitive Christianity than has Roman Catholicism. 
Ilad these German communists listened more to reason than to impulse, they 
would have professed themselves disciples of the primitive Christians, and thus 
secured for themselves a position which it would have been difficuit for cither priest 
or layman to aesail. They have not done so. They prefer to profess atheism. 
They ate, of course, spiritually worse than the Jews, for these.believe at least 
half of the Bible, while the communists spurn as much the New as the Old 
Testament. Will our English conversionists not have pity on these wretched 
souls, all doomed to eternal perdition ?. These conversionists can find annually 
forty thousand pounds sterling to be employed in searching the’ whole globe in 
quest of some straggling Jewish souls, while close by, just beyond the German 
Ocean, crowds of infidels are clustered together, The harvest 1s ripening, 
ready for the sickle to be Jaid on. Are these baptised souls less worthy of Leing 
gathered in than those of the handful of Jews whose lot, never having 
apostatised from “ the true faith,” can surely not be so sad in the other world 
as that of the renegades upon whom the light shone from the very hour of 
their birth? Wil! Christian charity not impel the conversionists to employ at 
least a portion of their well-trained staff, who could well be spared from tue 
Jewish field, to preach the Gospel to these German unbelievers? What a 
retribution this is upon a dynasty and governing classes which not so many 
years ago harassed and vexed the Jews, slighted and insulted them, and 
embittered their lives simply because they refused to enter tle fold, to see now

thousands of that very population educated by the teachers appointed by their 


masters, grown up under the minister’s ferule, fiercely denotince that very 
religion in the name of which the Hebrew was persecuted. It is not so many 
years ago that a Prussian Minister of Public Worship cynically declared to an 


- eminent Jewish student—we refer to the late Professor Munk, of Paris—that no 


scholarship could be given him, however much he deserved it, while he remained 
a Jew, and that an occupant of the Prussian throne stood god-father—by proxy— 
at the baptism of some Polish vagabond Jew, and that.in conjunction with the Eng- 
lish conversion society, then in special favour atthe Berlin Court, this king actually 
paid bounties to Jews willing to be saved. And it is only a few years back that 


another Minister of Pubic Worship would not even allow the rabbi of a congre-— 


gation to act as an oflicial superintendent over the school founded and supported 
by the congregation for its youth. And by whom was this communism imported 
from France into Germany? The Derlin correspondent of the 7imes writes by a 
Dr. Lassalle, a young scholar of uncommon gifts, ambitious, passionate, and a 
born agitator, who by his fervid writings and speeches, managed to create the 
nucleus of this party. Now, this Ferdinand Lassalle was a Prussian, a native of 
Breslau, a man of independent property and a Jew by birth, Although not very 
observant, yet he never deserted his religion, and when he died—we believe he 
was killed in a duel—he received a Jewish burial. Now, we feel no pride 
whatever in claiming tle founder of German communism for the Jewieh people. 
We could well have epared this honour for a Gentile. But we cannot but 
perceive in it the working of Nemesis. We may deplore it, yet we cannot but 
find it most natural that a gifted and ambitious Prussian Jew should have deeply 
felt the insulting treatment which the Prussian Jews then experienced at the hands 


the dynasty, state, and society ; should have conceived a profound aversion forthe 


institutions which sanctioned this cruelty, and should have come to the conclusion 
that a religion which had created these institutions, and apparently countenanced 
this persecution, deserved no special regard. And we find it equally natural that 
when this gifted young man went to Paris—imost likely to find a suitable career in 
France, Christian Prussia having shut out a Jew, however talented, from every 
oftice—and there learned to know the new gospel of socialism, he ardently attached 
himself to it, holding out as it did the promise of replacing by new institutions the 


old rotten ones which had filled him with such thorough disgust, We can easily 


believe that, unconsciously to himself, in his hatred to a State ard Church which 
sanctioned so many wrongs, and which had wounded him and his race in the 
tenderest part of their sensibilities, his mental acuteness was perverted. He 
did not perceive the defects of the new system, but perceived in it the only 
means for regenerating society, and with that ardour which marked his 
nature he threw himself into the movement. We can see all this clearly 
enough, although, of course, we can neither prove it nor approve of it. 
Had Lassalle not been a Prussian Jew, had his youth not coincided with 
the period when legal and social ostracism of the Jew was most stringent 
in his native country, had he been less gifted and lees sensitive, he would most 
likely not have become the founder of Ge:man communism, nay, he would most 
probably not have expatriated himself, as his country would have opened a 
career for his acknowledged talent. This we see clearly enough in France, Italy, 
and England. A French Jew may be a Republican, an Italian Jew a Garibaldian, 


_and an English Jew a Radical, but not a Communist, simply because the 


respective institutions of these countries may have oppressed, but not studiously 
insulted the Jew, may have persecuted him, but not treated his most sacred and 
dearest conviction with such open contempt... Will Roumania, will Russia, 
which, in addition to the insults to the Jew, the sneers and taunts showered 
upon him—which, in addition to the withering contempt with which they treat 
Judaism, grievously oppress and fiercely persecute him, learn no lesson from 
Prussia of old? Whatever the faults of the Jew may be, no one denies that he 
is gifted and versatile. Can it be supposed that the inhuman treatment ex- 
perienced by him will not wound him to the ‘quick, and that he will not learn to 
hate the institutions which permit this cruel treatment, and perhaps eren 
identify these hateful institutions with the religion of the country, which seems 
to sanction them? Even the trodden worm will turn. What is more natura! 
than that individuals of the persecuted race should allow themselves to bo 
carried away by their feelings, and lend a helping hand to those intent upon 
subverting the existing social order? Russia is now overrun by nihilists, And 
it would only be the natural effect of Russian treatment of the Jews should any 
of them -be indnced to join these fierce enemies of the institutions of their 
country. Indeed, it is a matter of surprise to us that Russian Jews are not 
taking part in this revolutionary movement. 


ETERNAL PUNISHMENT AGAIN, 


The controversy about Eternal Panishment raised by Canon -Parrar’s 
Sermons on the subject is far from being ended. The Cotemporary Review for 
the current month brings another batch of criticisms on the subject by eminent 
divines differing in their opinions jnst as much as did those published previously 
in the same monthly. The latest issue of the North American Review, too, dis- 
cussed the same subject with the same result as in England, ministers of liberal 


churches declaring for eternal hope, while others cling ta eternal punishment. 


On reading carefully all these criticisms we reluctantly come to the conclusion 
that there can be on this point no approach to Judaism on the part of Christia- 
tianity as we hoped on perusing Canon Farrar’s Sermons. 
no doubt, powerfully pleads for eternal hope. 


Christian humanity, 
Christian theolegy forbids 


any such hope. And we cannot see how a sincere believer in the Greek Scriptures . 


can embrace the Canon’s creed on this point, unless he, like the Canon, views 
these Scriptures through the medium of the spectacles held up by his humanity. 
Several passages in these €criptures are clearly against the Canon, and their 
context does not allow of their being explained away in the sense which he is 


anxious to give them. low can the Canon get out from such a text as‘ Depart. 


from me ye cursed into everlasting fire which was prepared for the devil and 
his angels.” Does the Canon hold that there is hope even for Satan and his 
demons ? Or what will the Canon make of the passage “‘ These shall go into 
everlasting punishment, but the just into life everlasting Matt. xxv. 41, 46), 
Does it not follow by parity of reasoning from the parallelism of everlasting 
punishment and life everlasting, that if the just are to abide for evermore in 
life everlasting, the wicked are condemned to everlasting punishment ? And 
if Mark ix. 42-47 should net be quite conclusive on the subject, let those 
anxious to inquire for themselves consult chapter xxxii. in the “ Confession of 
Faith,” where they will find ether texts: pointing in the direction of eternal 
punishment. Besides, does not the parable of Dives and. Lazarus lead to the 
saine conclusion? And is there no weight to be attached to the unanimous 
opinion of all the churches, from the days of the apostles to our own, all inter- 
preting the texts bearing on the su',ject in the sense of eterral punishment ? 
And what is the Canon's reply to tlicso objections? That no’ such stiff literal 
interpretations should be given to these texte. But if these texts are not to be 
construed with a stiff literalism, why are not other Biblical passages, certainly 
of no lees importance, to enjoy the same freedom of interpretation? Why, for 
instance, are the texts in which Satan is mentioned to be taken strictly literally 
and his existence made an article of belief ? Why are such phrases as “ Thou 
art my son, this day I have begotten thee ?” or“ Kiss the son” (Psalm ii.) be 
taken literally, and the inference drawn from it set up ag one of the creeds that God 
hasason? Further, we might ask why should such a text as “ they pierced my 
hand and feet,” be taken literally as predicting the crucifiction? ‘The admission 
of the Canon’s reply, therefore, would be a most dangerous precedent, wel 

calculated to sap the foundation of Christianity. Is Christendom prepared for 
such hazardous innovations? Not yet, to be sure. The time may, and, no 
doubt, will come when the eyes of Christendom will be opened to its errors, and 

when all these false Scriptural interpretations will be swept away like so many 
cobwebs. But the time has not yet come. Christendom is not yet ready to 

sacrifice dogma to humanity, creeds to common sense, and doctrine to the call of 


| morality, Canon Farrar, and a few choice spirits who are in the van of 
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liberalism, may be sufficiently advanced for this sacrifice. Bat the mass certainly : 


isnot. It cannot follow. Eternal punishment will yet for along time remain 
in the creed of Christendom. There is, on this ground, no approach to Judaism. 


THE INFINITE. 

Professor Max Muller in the first of his Hibbert Lectures discovers the 
rudimentary ideas of religion in the perception of the infinite. The idea, no 
doubt, is grand, but not quite so novel as might be supposed. Dr. Flint in his 
Baird Lectures on Theism, comparing: polytheism with theism, writes: “ But 
the mind of man, although finite itself, eannot be eatisfied with any object of 
worship which it perceives to be finite. It craves an infinite object, it desires 
to offer a boundless devotion ; it seeks an absolute blessedness. The atm of the 
religious life is the communion of the finite with the infinite ; and every reli- 
_ gion, however otherwise excellent, which suppresses the infinite and presents 
to the finite only the finite, is a failure” (p.42). But we may go back still 
further and say that nowhere has the idea of the infinite and its overwhelming 
impression on a susceptible mind been so clearly expressed as in the Hebrew 
Scriptures. Let any one read the Eighth, Nineteenth, Twenty-ninth, or the 
Hundred-and-fourth Psalm, and especially God’s address to Job, and say whether 
they are not instinct with the idea of the sublime, and whether ths inspiration 
in them has not been drawn from the perception of the infinite. The merit of 
the eminent Hibbert lecturer does not consist in having been the first to enunciate 
the idea that the perception of the infinite is the source of all religion, but in 
having fully developed the idea and brought it clearly to our consciousness ; and 
further, in having pointed out that the infinite is as perceptible in the infinitely 
small as in the infinitely great. Indeed, if it be permitted to compare infinite 
with infinite, we should say that the infinitely small is even more apt to strike the 
imagination with wonderment than the infinitely great. But, of course, of the 
former the ancient Hebrews could have had no conception. Not until the micros- 
cope was discovered, could man form an idea of the world, which danced, 
whirled and eddied, which disported itself, hunted and gorged itself with prey 
ina single drop of water. We moderns have thus the advantage over the 
ancients. We actually have two sources for the contemplation of the infinite. 
What noble Psalms would have been sung by our fathers had they possessed 
means for perceiving the infinitely small! Sacred literature is a great loser 
by the late invention of the microscope. How much more sublime would have 
been God's address to. Job had this instrament been known in his days!

NEW WEST END SYNAGOGUE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 
~ §rrn,—1 hope you will consider that I am pursuing a just cause, free from 
any vestige of :partizanship, and in the i nmediate interest of the community at 
large, in challenging, in the name of future seatholders in the New West End 
Synagogue, the proposed election of its oflicers, both spiritual and lay. 

I have followed the vague advertisements in regerd to its paid officials, and 
I fail to see that those advertisements are calculated to secure the best men for 
the vacant appointments. it must be remembered that according to the Consti- 
tution of the United Synagogue, no elec.:ion of any constituent synagogue is 
valid, except by seatholders of a year’s standing. ‘There may be some defect in 
the Jaw, on its failing to meet such exigency as is involved in the establishment 
of a new synagogue, or it might perhaps be met by giving the power of such 
election to present seatholders in some constituent synagogue or synagogues of 
the Unite! Synagogue who declare themselves to be by transfer bond jide seat- 
holders in the new synagogue—itself a constituent synagogue of the United 
Synagogue. 1 am not, however, sufficient lawyer to give any decided opinion on 
the matter. De that as it may, I am anxious that a bad precedent shall not be 
set for fictitious elections, and assumption of power by self-elected bodies. 

I greatly admire the zeal, the liberality, bit not in equal degree the judg- 
ment, of some of the gentlemen who have dubbed themselves a Provisional 
Committee, and who take a prominent part in the administration, and I think it 
would simply bs an outrage on coastitutionalism if these men—quite a family 
group—all excellent in their way, but still a clique—should assume functions 
entirely beyond their lawful power. a 

The Synagogue should, in my opinion, be opened without any permanent 
salaried oflicerr. It will not meet the case to say ‘ We will, ay, we must, elect 
our officers, or rather appoint them, for it amounts to that, for a twelvemonth 
only.” One knows what that means. The community could spare from its 
many officials some—and the most efticient—to take upon them severally the 
duties at the new Synagogue for the first year, and when the seatholders have 
plenary powers of election, the several oflices should be then advertised, and by 
that time the Synagogue would know its exacts wants, and have the opportunity 
of exercising an unbiassed opinion. 

As it is, the chances are that the elections as proposed will be altogether a 
fiction indeed, a farce—and kissing will go by favour. 

We have a right for our Synagogue to command the services of the very 
best man—not the most favoured man. We should, above all things, have a 
bona fide election. Any candidate being furnished, on the one hand, with: a list 
of the members, and every member, without exception, on the other hand, to 
have an opportunity of forming their own opinion on the merits of the respective 
candidates, who shall be called upon to read and preach in the synagogue, to 
which they aspire to serve. These suggestions I throw out in the hope that as 
they are made in perfect good faith, they will be so received ; and I trust, 
further, that we may be spared in future the undignified‘and questionable legis- 
lation on grave matters, involving a large annual outlay, in connection with 
which some men, our patriotic legislators, unblushingly owned very recently that 
one section voted against their will and intention under the promise that the 
other section would support a measure to be by them proposed, and when the 
other section repudiated the promise, one then learnt that our affairs are con- 
ducted by gentlemen who aet on the Scotch maxim, “ You scratch me and I'll

similar institution in the Hull Hebrew Congregation, but the existing determin- 
ation to oppose every movement in this direction. The following will give a 
vivid illustration: After several unsuccessful attempts to carry at the mectings 
a proposition for establishing a Sabbath School, a 1otion was at the last half- 

early meeting carried, that the children of all Jewish residents in Hull be 
allowed to attend the congregational school on Sundays for religious instruction, 
when before the resolution could take any effect, the following meeting declined 
to confirm the proposition unanimously carried at the previous meeting— 
although the congregation receives, through the kind intercession of the Rev. 
the Chief Rabbi, from some benevolent friends in London, a yearly grant of a 
considerable amount towards maintaining Religious Classes. 

Our minister and schoolmaster holds his situation under the restriction of 
not giving private lessons to Jewish children. Many children here have never 
attended, nor is there any chance of their ever attending the congregational 
schools as regular pupils. Some have attended a short time and have been 
withdrawn by their parents. Theee children remain, under the circumstances of 
the schoolmaster’s engagement, without any religious instruction whatever ; and 

et some members glory in their wisdom to have effected their purpose by 
heviae upset a resolution which would not only be of the greatest importance to 
the rising generation, but would gradually form the mater‘al with which to 
build up future educational institutions in this continually increasing congrega- 
tion.

JEWISH ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS. 
TO THE ELITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir,—I was surprised to see in your last week's paper a portion of the repoit 
on the Jews’ Free School made by L..1.’s Inspector, instead of the whole of it. 
Either the whole or none should have been: inserted, as an extract very often, 
through being a part only of the truth, gives a wrong impression of the full 
intention of the Inspecter. Some time back a notice was inserted in the 
Chronicle recommending that schools should supply certain detinite information 
if they cared to make the Government Report or Grant yublic, and I was in 
hopes that a comparative list would have been drawn up, showing which schools 
had progressed and which receded. As far as the Borongh Jewish Schools are 
concerned, the grant this year is the greatest they have yet obtained, as shown 
by the following table of comparisons :— 

Children on register, Children presented for examination, 
1877 147 14 €93 11s.

1878 156 £96 Os, 


The Inspector reported the boys’ school to be “aseful and orderly,’ aud the 
girls’ school ‘ conducted in a pleasing and judicious manner.” The reporis for- 
warded by [1.M.’s Inspectors are intended as advice to the managers (ie., the 
commitee) of schools rather than as-information to the public, but this in no 
way detracts from the fact that an extract from a report may mislead, although 
it gives the “salient points” of it.

THE BESANT CASE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir,—The Master of the Rells has very skilfully evaded the religious ques- 
tion when he decided that: the girl Besant should be taken from the custody of 

her mother and handed to that of the father. The decision was arrived at not 
on the ground that the mother was an atheist, and the joint-author of an obscene 
book, and could, therefore, not be trusted with the education of her daughter, 
but on the ground that the well-being of the child would be much better cared- 
for by a religious than an irreligious education, the majority of English people, 
among whom the child will have to live, professing religion. By parity of 
reasoning, we must assume that if the majority of Eaglishmen were atheistical, 
the child would not have been handed over to the custody of the believing 
father, and might even, if the reverse had been the case, been taken from the 
custody of the religious father, and handed to that of the irreligions mother. 

Now let us see how this principle would work in the case of religious 
minorities, such as the Jewish people. Suppose a Jewish couple were to separate, 
on the ground that one of the partners has strong Christian prochwvities, while the 
other is firmly rooted in Judaism, and that the Christianising parent would have 
claimed the custody of the cliildcen born in this supposed wedlock, on the grourd 
that their future welfare would be much. better cared-for by being brought up 
in the religion of the majority than in that of the minority, and that their pros- 
pects of advancement in life would be much greater if they were Christians 
than if they were Jews. What must in this hypothetical case the decision of 
the Master of the Rolls have been? If he is ccnsistent, I opine it must have 
been in favour of the Christianising parent. Or is there any difference between 
the two cases of so striking a nature asto justify a departure from the precedent 
set in the Besant case? I wish that some one, possessed of more legal acumen 
than I can boast of, would enlighten me and the public on the subject. 

I, of course, do not impugn the judge's decision. 1 do believe it will be 
applauded by the whole country. Only I wish that it had been decided on the 
main, aud not on a side issue, viz, can an atheistic parent and the writer of an 
obecene book maintain his or her right to the custody of his or her children 
when it is contested by the other parent not liable to any such imputation.

PRONUNCIATION OF HEBREW. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sirn,—In your “Notes of the Week,” of the 17th inst., you made some 
remarks on the difference in the pronunciation of some Hebrew vowels and 
consonants existing between Ashkenasim and Sephardim. Allow me to add to 
your notes another difference much more important even, which I may call the 
Shibboleth between Asbkenasim and Sephardim. I mean the pronunciation of 
the letter ¥, which the Sephardim pronounce ng (quite a horrid sound), while 
the Ashkenasim do not pronounce it at all. As it is often, so it is in this case, 
veritas in medio,. Neither the one nor the other method is the correct one. 

That the Y has been differently pronounced from the 8, show several 
paseages of the “ Gemarah Babli,” f.i. Megillah, page 24 ii., where the iuhabi-

tants of Beth Shein and others, are forbidden to read the priests’ blessing, for 
fear they might say instead of “N°, for PHT they 
pronounce the & like Y, and rice versa.

An approximation to its stronger sound would be gf or rg, but since 
the softer sound was probably predominant in Hebrew, it may suffice to mark it 
by spiritus asper, as (arld), AMY (amoéra). Other modern grammarians 
are all agrecing in this. And especially important is what Mr, Sayce, a com- 
petent scholar, in this case says in his lectures on Assyrian philology. [Report 
in the A‘henaum, January, 1878.} One important point is gained in the indica- 
tion of the once gutteral pronunciation of the }, ayin, in tecadiar, the corres- 
pondent of the Hebrew j'y was gis, but so completely was the guttural value 
lost, that in rendering the Hebrew pty, gaza, the Assyrian scribe uses an initial 
M. In Assyrian, as in Babylonian, it became a siinple vowel.

' traced to be closely connected with each other, viz., Arabic, Ethiopic, Assyrian, 


Canaanitic, Phoenician, Hebrew, Aramaic, &c., as much as Italian, Spanish, 
Portuguese, Provencal and French to the Romance. The Hebrew, therefore, 
bears the greatest resemblance to Arabic; more so than Ltalian to Latin, for 
example, saula, ; raaih, AND laca, malaca, amara, VOX; as you 
sce, each of which has the same meaning and almost the same pronunciation ; 
and since there is a living language that is greatly afliliated to Hebrew, and by 
which the true pronunciation of the latter can be recognised, there is every 
reason, therefore, to believe, with the Rev. Dr. Artem, that the Sephardim's 
Hebrew pronunciation is the most pure.®

NORTH LONDON SYNAGOGUE. 

A General Meeting .of the members of the North London Syr agogue was 
held on Sunday last at tlie Synagogue ; Mr. B. BinnpavM, the Senior Warden, in 
the chair. 

The annual Financial Statement for the year cnding March 3rd, 1878, was 
placed before the meeting by Mr. J. Macnus, the Treasurer. Some lengthy dis- 
cussion took place with reference to the manner in which several of the items of 
the Balance-Sbeet were grouped, Owing to an excessive estimate of seat rental 
having been made in the last year’s Financial Statement, the income of the 
Synagogue was made to appear larger than was actually justified. The Crain. 
MAN gave full explanations of the manner in which the error had arisen. On the 
motion of Mr. M. T. Levitt, seconded by Mr. Wore Isaacs, it was resolved that 
the Balance-Sheet be remitted to the Committee for reconsideration. 

Some difficulty was experienced in the election of honorary officers, owing 
to those who held oflice declining to serve, but after urgent appeals to the 
several gentlemen, Mr. B. Birnbaum was re-elected Senior Warden, Mr. E. Berg, 
Junior Warden, Mr. J. Magnus, Tieasurer. The following were elected members 
of tue committee in place of gentlemen retiring by rota: Messrs. A. J. lsaaca, 
H. Lazarus and Isaac Lazarus. 

On the motion of Mr. J. GoupuiLt, the Committee was empowered to carry 
out certain indispensable alterations and reparations of the Building of the Syna- 
gogue at a cost of not exceeding £0U0. ‘ 

The meeting then proceeded to take into consideration the proposed confir-. 
mation of the following resolution, consequent upon the Council of the United 
Syvagogue haviog decided to admit the North London Synagogue into the Union : 

“That this meeting of the membera of the North London Synagogue agrees to their becoming 
a Constituent Svnagogue of the United Synagogue on the terms and conditions set forth iq the 
Report of the United Synagogue of July 26th, 186, agrees that the lean due from this Synagonue 
to the United S&ynagogce be dealt with in the sume way as advances made to the other Constitacnt 
Synagogucs: . further agrees to bear all communal rates and taxes as itiposed by the Counen on 
other Constituent Synagogues; agrecs to be hound by the provisions of the Trust Deed, executed by 
the then President, Vice-Presidents and Treasurers of the Unitec Synagogue, and dated January 
13th, 1871; and agrees, when cailed upen to do se, to Vest Ie property in Trastecs appe inted for thé 
purpose by the Council ef the United Synagogue.” 

Mr. B. Birxsauw, the Chairman, expressed satisfaction that the opinion of 
Counsel obtained by the United Synagogue had warranted the position assumed 
by the Exccutive of the North London Synagogue. The amalgamation, as was 
now conclusively proved, could be legally completed, whether Mr. Lee, one of 
the Trustees, persisted in his determination not to sign the necessary documents, 
‘as requested, or not. : 

The correspondence which had passed on the subject, was read. | 

On the motion of Mr. M. T. Levirt, seconded by Mr, Wotre Isaacs, the 
resolution was then confirmed unanimously. 

Messrs. Geo. Emdin and M. Cohen were elected auditors, 

The meeting concluded with a hearty vote of thanks to the presiding 
Warden.

The CHarrMaAN, after adverting to the gieat difficulty which he had 
experienced in finding any new topic on which to frame his address, said: I 
apprehend that the main object of the Jews’ College and School, in whose 
interest we are to-day assembled here, is to educate young men for the Jewish 
ministry. It appears to. me to bea matter of the utmost importance that our 
(Hear, bear). In 
former times, perhaps, it might have been suflicient for our ministers to have an 
acquaintance with the Law, the Books of the Old Testament, and some knowledge 
of the Talmud, but | think that you will agree with me that so limited a range 
is inadequate now. In these days Jews come in contact with fellow-citizens 
who follow intellectual pursuits, and who have the widest range of reading, 
and it is necessary that the Jew should not stand by their side in compromising 
contrast. ‘There is further necessity for him to be highly educated, for he is 
likely to be imbued with that modern spirit of criticism, and I may say scepti- 
cism, Which puts under cross-examination every belief, every institution, and 
every profession, and which gives but very little weight to mere tradition or 
authority. If, therefore, the Jew is to remain a Jew, and to remain worthy 
of his religion, it is my firm and deep-seated conviction that our ministers (I 
speak of them especiaily now) should be men of considerable intelligence aud of 
high cultivation. (Applause). Well, perhaps you know that a Committee was 
appointed by the Council of the United Synagogue (presived over, | believe 
by Mr. Charles Samuel, and assisted much by Mr. Oppenheim) for the 
purpose of improving the education of Jewish ministers; and after hearing 
the evidence, and after analysing the reports which were sent in to them 
from various quarters, they drew up a report, which appeared to me 
to be a very exhaustive one on the subject. In the report they strongly recom- 
mended to the community that the Institution, on whose behalf I have the 
honour to-day to preside, should be encouraged by all who care for the Jewish 
religion, to do all in their power to provide Jews with an educated ministry. 
(Renewed applause). Sometimes objections are raised against Jews’ College. 
It was said in my hearing to-day that it was not animated by aspirit of progress : 
that science and the classical languages were not taught there ; but I undertake 
to say that the gentleman who made that observation does not know one-tenth 
of the classics, and not one-fifth of the science with which 
that you have heard to-day are well acquainted. I[t is not true that the educa- 
tion in the School or in the College is narrowed to useless subjects, You have 
seen what has been performed in this room, and you may judge for yourselves 
When I tell you that the Head-Master of the School is Dr. Friedlander—(cheers) 
—whom I will call my friend if he will allow me—a gentleman‘remarkable for 
his calmness, for his kindness, for his unrivalled modesty, and for his high intel- 
lectual attainments, you may be sure—and he would not have remained Head- 
Master for so many years unless he felt and knew—that the institution is dis- 
charging an important and most useful duty. (Hear, hear, and cheers’. It 
appears to me that at the present moment it is very essential that Jews should 
be distinguished for their intellectual culture ; for the Jews of this country have 
gained for themselvés a position which lays them open to envy—I will at sa 
hatred,—and the higher the position they attain, the greater the envy may he 
expected to increase. Even now all kinds of charges are brought against the 
Jews ; a specimen of these you have recently seen in the articles by an Oxford 
. Professor—Mr. Goldwin Smith. You know that the first of these articles was 
answered by Dr. Hermann Adler—(cheers)—and I will venture to assume that it 
has been answered by him with a wisdom and calmness worthy of his position 
of his profession, and of his own dignity. (Applause). Lam told that Dr. 
Hermann Adler will further reply to the essays of Mr. Goldwin Smith, and I 
only allude to the subject now because I think it important that the rising wene- 
ration should hear by the living voice how some of the arguments against the 
Jews may be answered, and so be prepared to meet some of the dangers b 
which they may in the future be confronted. (Hear, hear). In his esaay fwd 
fessor Smith says that Jews cannot be patriots, (Groans). Archbishop Whatle 
- bis essay on Logic teaches us how to answer an argument, but I do not wg

that I marked nearly every sentence. I will give you another test, when you 
read a work put down on paper the heads of the argument, and as you proceed 
refer to these “ beads” to see whether there is consistency in the argument. If 
the work is the production of an ill-informed and weak mind, you will find con- 
tradiction and inconsistency. I read Profeesor Smith’s essay in this manner, and 
i will tell you with what result. I noted down five or six “ heads.” The Pro- 
fessor starts with the proposition that Jews cannot be patriots ; he then observes 
that he speaks only of what he calls “ Hard shell” or “Orthodox Jews.” Ag 
for the “ Hard chell *" Jews they must go back to Palestine. (Laughter), 
As regards the Liberal Jews (1 suppose he means the “Soft shell” Jews), le 
advises us that they will becoue converts to Christianity. (Renewed laughter), 
If Liberal Jews become converied to Cliristianity by the arguments of Professor 
Smith, then all I can say is, that they are not only “seft-shell” but soft-brain 
Jews. AsI have said, the thesis is that Jews cannot be patriots ; and so far ag 
I was able to extract from the cseay, the arguments were as follows ;: Because 
the Jewish religion is a tribal religion; because it is only the religion 
of a race ; because the Jews will net intermarry with the Christian; because 
the Jews do not care to convert other peop'e; because the Old Testament 
does not speak of the Immortality of the Soul; and because the Jews lend 
money to the Christians at a high rate of interet. (Cheers and langhter), 
These are the arguments of the learned Professor. Those who are acquainted 
with German literature, know that these and kindred arguments have been 
answered over and over again; they have been brought forward and answered 
ad nauseam, so that they are not now brought forward ; and when Professor 
Smith says that Jews cannot be patriots, he betrays his ignorance of living 
writers and of the estimation in which living men are held by the greatest of 
living patriots and statesmen. (Cheers.) Dr. Hl. Adler, in his reply, said that 
the Jews were the depositories of learning in the Middle Ages, and the learned 
Professor asks to be supplied with information of that subject: The learned 
Professor actually comes to us to teach him! In another passage, he asks Dr, 
Adler to tell him what Judaism is! 1 should have thought that before the 
learned Professor sat down to write about Judaism, that he would first have 
learnt what Judaism was. (Applause.) Another argument. The Professor says 
Jews cannot be patriots because their religion is the religion of a race, and 
because they will not intermarry with Christians. To this I will give a practical! 
answer. We are all the subjects of one great Empire. That Empire comprires 
Christians of all shades, Hindoos, Mahommedans and Buddists ; now does it not 
appear to you to be a lack of political insight and statesmanship for a Professor 
of Political Economy to say that races and creeds who do not intermarry cannot 
be patriots of the great British Empire? Would it be good policy to tell this to 
the Mahommeda:s, Buddists and Hindoos of India? If you were to let the 
notion get abroad there, I believe that you would peril your hold on your vast 
Eastern possession. It is a fallacy to say that a race which was originally alicn 


cannot be patriots—cinnot and do not love the country in which they were born 


and nurtured and educated ; the country around which their most hallowed associa- 
tions hover, and which is consecrated to them by the most tender ties. (Applause). 
It is not true to say that * hard shell’’ or orthodox Jews cannot be patriots, for 
the Jewish religion inculcates patsiotism as one of the highest virtues. The 
Professor's attack was brought about in this way: the majority of my co- 
religionists have approved of the action and policy of Her Majesty’s Government 
in the Eastern Question ; but it does not occur to the Profeesor that persons of 
all creeds have banded themselves together to oppose Her Majesty's Government, 
and that the logical argument that he derived from their action, is the very 
reverse to that drawn by the very eminent Professor of Political Economy at 
Oxford. (Hear, hear.) Then he says we don’t want to convert others, It is 


true that the Jews do not believe in sudden conversions either by fire, or sword, . 


or money. (Applause.) We believe in the general progress of mankind. It 
may be that ultimately there may be a similarity of religion throughout the 
earth, and we believe that that universal religion will more or less approach 
Judaism. We do not wish to convert, but our religion never prevents us from 
furthering any policy which we think necessary for the honour and true interests 
of the Empire. (Loud applause.) Patriotism is love of country ; it is union to 
defend our common country and our common laws; and men of all religions can 
and do unite for the defence of some good cause. In the essay to which I have 
alluded, 1 may eay I do not find in it that learning and research which L had a 
right to expect from a Professor of the Oxford University. le has gone to 
Canada, aud I hope I am not uncharitable in wishing that he may be braced up 
by the glorious climate of that country, and that when he returns to England he 
will be physically and mentally strengthened. (Cheers.) Since we are subject 
to such attacks, it is, I think, important that Jews of all ranks—and especially 
Jewish ministers—should be men of high culture and education. I hope that 
you will a!l unite in furthering the interests of Jews’ College and of the 
Jews’ Free School, and that the students themselves will do all in their power, 


by their industry and application, to compensate you for the efforts which you 
make on their behalf. (Loud-applause.) 


Sir Barrow Exuis: We are all very much indebted to those who exercise 
supervision and control over this College ; and I, therefore, move a cordial vote 
of thanks to tho President, Vice-President, Council and managing body ; and 
‘with this vote of thanks I beg to couple the name of Mr. Solomon, the Treasurer. 


Professor PLumprre: I can only say that on this occasion I have been 
greatly delighted with all that [ have seen and heard. It is very seldom indeed 
that I have heard recitations delivered with such regard to enunciation, and with 


such just appreciation of the spirit of the authors. I cordially second the vote 


which Sir Barrow Ellis has moved. 
Mr. Ilenry So_omon briefly returned thanks. 


Dr. B. W. Ricuarpsoy, F.R.S.: I would like to express the extreme pleasure that 
I have had to-day, and also to confirm what has been said by Professor Plumptre as 
to the manner in which the various recitations were given by the boys. The essay 
on the Sanhedrin which has been read was such an essay as must command the 
admiration of the masters, the friends and the guardians of the young of any 
school or college throughout the country. (Cheers). In that paper reference 
was made to the sleeping draught which was administered to those who were 
led out to execution; and it is a curious coincidence that that potion, which 


has not been composed, perhaps, since the twelth century, passed this morning 


through my hands. That draught was in constant use down to the twelth 
century, but it is quite a qnestion if, until I composed it this morning, it had 
been made since the twelfth century until to-day. It is to my miod. clear that 
Shake-peare knew of the use of the draught made by Jewish matrons for those 
who were to suffer death, for you remember that he puts in the hand of Juliet 
a draught which she takes in order to get “a long and death-like sleep.” (Hear, 
hear.) I beg to move a vote of thanks to the learned gentleman who has 60 
ably presided to-day. 

__ "Mr. Moses (President of the Birmingham School), seconded the vote of 
thanks. He said he had watched the details of the Scheme for the improvement 


of Jews’ College. It appeared to him that the time had come for the placing of 
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the institution in a proper position, and he thought that whatever funds might : 
be required would soon be forthcoming.

BAYSWATER JEWISH SCHOOLS, 

The distribution of prizes to the pupils of the Bayswater Jewish Schools, 

took place on Sunday last, at the institution. Mr. Henry L. Couen presided, 

distributed the prizes. 

i eeveral recitations and singing by the pupils, the prizes were dis- 
tributed. 

The Rev. Dr. H. Apter then—at the request of the Chairman—addressed 
the meeting. [le spoke of the several incidents affecting the schools which had 
occurred since the last distribution of prizes about eighteen months ago There 
had been an increase in the number of pupils, and there were now 100 children in 
regular attendance. A Committee of gentlemen had been formed to assist the effi- 
cient ladies’ committee in financial and otheradministrative matters, After paying 
a tribute of respect to the memory of the late Ellis A. Davidson, a very active 
friend of the schools, Dr. Adler spoke in terms of satisfaction and praise of the 
character of the teaching imparted to the pupils, and he complimented Miss 
Salticl, the mistress, and other teachers, upon the result of the examination he 
had held recently. ILheir heartiest thanks were due to Mr. B. S. Marke, who 
had kindly tanght the childrex drawing. After referring to the lamented death 
of Sir Francis Goldsmid, Dr. Adler said he hoped that by vext year they would 
hein possession of their new premises. A site had been selected. ‘The new 
school would have accommodation for a much larger number of pupils. The 
question of placing the schools under Government Inspection would then be 
brought to the fore. He would not now go into the question. Ie thought there 
should be a Central Board of Education to watch over all these matters ; to 
establish Religious Classes, to supplement the education. received at Board 
Schools, and other subjects of great importance, The Central Board was also 
necessary for assisting provincial congregations in educational matters. How- 
ever, this was too large a subject for him to dwell upon in a short speech. Dr. 
Adler brought his remarks to a conclusion, by addressing to the pupils-a few 
words of advice and encouragement. : 


On the motion of Mr. Il. L. Cohen, a vote of thanks was passed to the 
Ladies’ Committee. 

Mr. J. BERGTHEIL, in proposing a vote of thanks to the examiners, said that 
the Rev. Dr. and Mrs. Lermann Adler were the life and soul of the school: their 
services to the institution were invaluable and beyond praise. 

The Rev. Dr. Il. ADLER having acknowledged the vote, ‘ 

Mr. M. Moses (of. Birmingham) proposed a vote of thanks to the Chairman, 
and said that he hoped the remarks of the Rev. Dr. Hermann Adler upon the 
subject of a Central Jewish Board of Education would reccive attention from 
the community at large.

The CHAIRMAN said that before the Board proceeded to business, he desired 
to express regret at the lamentable and mournful death of the late Sir Francis 
Goldsmid. 
the community by the death of the lamented Baronet. Whenever the Board 
sought the services of Sir Francis in favour of his coreligionists, they were 
always cheerfully and ably rendered. Ue was sure that he but gave expression 
to the feelings of the members of the Board by rising to propose that a letter of 
condolence be sent to Lady Goldsmid and her family, expressing the sympathy 
of the Board at the irreparable loss they have sustained. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr, Artuur Coney, QC. (Vice-President), said: Sir, I claim the honour of 
seconding the resolution which you have proposed. The late Sir Francis 
Goldsmid was a man of rare and great attainments. He was conspicuous for 
the great attachment he showed to the community to which be showed that he 
felt it a privilege to belong. (lear, hear,) He took the liveliest interest in the 
Jews both at home and abroad. Ile was one of the men who showed at al! 
times that he was proud of being a Jew arid being known as such. Le always 
championed the cause of the Jews with dignity, force and ability. The circam- 
stance that he was proud of being a Jew was perhaps one of the reasons why 
Sir Francis was so generally esteemed and respected in the House of (‘ommons. 
(ftlear, hear.) He was a man of strong opinions and firm convictions, and had 
few if any enemies. Our community has lost one of its members whom it 
could ill spare, and whose loss it deeply and sincerely mourns. I am sure that 
at this moment the Board would desire to pay a last mark of respect to the 
memory of Sir Francis Goldsmid. I beg to second the resolution. 

The resolution was carried unanimously, and with every mark of respect for 
the lamented Baronet. 3 

Mr. Lewis Emanvet (the Solicitor dnd Secretary) formally reported that 
the Factory Bill had passed the House of Lords without alteration, and now 
only awaited the Royal Assent to become law.

The Soriciror and Secretary read the letter which had been addressed to 
the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs with respect to the Roumanian Com- 


mercial Treaty. Lord Salisbury, in reply, aid that the matter was engaging 
attention. 


The Soricrror and Srcretrany called attention to the circumstance that (as, 


hé had been informed), in the regulations framed by the Home Oltice the relaxa- 
tion granted to Jewish prisoners in permitting them to abstain from labour on 
Jewish Festivals would not be continued. It was mentioned that the subject 
had engaged the attention of the Visitation Committee of the United Synagogue. 
Several members expressed surprise that the Visitation Committee had not com- 
municated with the Board on the subject, especially as the Board had been very 
successful previously in obtaiving relaxations in favour of Jewish prisoners. 

It was resolved to address the Home Secretary on the subject, and to call 
his attention to the communication addressed to the Board by Sir George Grey 
some years ago, and the Secretary of the Board was instructed to express a hope, 
in his letter to Mr. Cross, that simliar consideration would be shown to the 
religious sentiments of Jewish prisoners, as had been shown for many years 

ast. 
5 The meeting then proceeded to the consideration of the Half-yearly Report 
of the Board, which, after some discussion, was adopted,—and coneluded with 
votes of thanks to the President, Vice-President, Treasurer and Auditors. 


MANCHESTER JEWiIsH Boarp or GuarpIANs.—The eleventh annual report of 
this—the oldest provincial Jewish Board of Guardians—has just been issued in 
auticipation of the annual meeting of the subscribers, convened for June Ist 
next. There has been an increase in the amount of poverty with which the 
institution has had to cope during the past year. “Notwithstanding the 
universal depression of trade, there is.a decrease of nearly nine per cent. in the 
number of resident poor who have received relief during the past year, although 
the applications for relief have been more frequent, showing that the recipients 
are more poverty-stricken than during the past year.’ About two-thirds of the 
recipients are from Poland. ‘The native poor are less than three per cent. of the 
total number relieved, and among the number of deserted wives there is not a 
single native case. ‘There are one or two specially noteworthy features in 
connection with this admirably administered Board. Relief is refused to those 
who do not carry out the requirements of the Visiting Committee with regard to 
keeping their homes in a cleanly state; the children of all recipients of relief 
are compelled to attend school. The statistical tables appended to the report 

ive copious and interesting information with regard to the manner in which 
he work of the Board is carried on. ‘The table showing the trades followed by 
the recipient, is by no means of a reassuring character, and it is manifest that 
the Industrial Committee has plenty of scope for its useful operations, The 
“trades” principally followed are those of tailors, glaziers and hawkers. It isa 
significant fact that not one of the trades of which Manchester is the great 
centre appears in the list, nor have any of the lads apprenticed by the Industrial 
Committee been apprenticed to any of these trades. The income of the Board 
during the year was £906. The expenditure in relief was £726 11s. 1ld.; the 
“ working expences” amounted to £214 19s. Od.

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* Anp ye shall count unto you from the morrow after the Sabbath from the 
day that ye brought the sheaf of the wave-offerings; seven Sabbaths shall 
ye complete: Even unto the morrow after the seventh Sabbath shall ye 
number fifty days; and ye shall offer a new meat-offering unto the Lord,” 
Such is the divine command. These fifty days to be counted are, of course, 
the interval during which the wheat harvest, which commenced with the 
offering of the Omer, was completed when the new meat-oifering was 
presented, It naturally was a period of gladness and rejoicing, as harvest- 
tide has been at all times and in all countries. 3 


But how is it that in our days the Sepheeru, or the days counted between 
the two happiest festivals in the year—between Passover and the Commemo- 
ration of the giving of the Law—is rather associated with mournfal than 
gladsome ideas, that all outward signs of rejoicing, with the exception of 
the thirty-third day—-:y> 3°>—haye been interdicted by the rabbis, that no 
marriages are solemnised during this period, and, in general, the flag of 
national mourning hoisted ? Grave, very grave must have been the causes 
which could have effaced from the national mind the memory of days from 
their very nature opening up the deep fountains of contentment, of pleasure 
and festivity, and cast over it the dark veil of melancholy; could have hushed 
the song of mirth and the hymn of thanksgiving, and substituted for them 
the lugubrious sounds of the dinge and the thrilling notes of the wail. And 
when we enquire of the page of history for an answer, it is a shriek of agony 
that we hear in reply. What we hear is the voice of tradition rather than 
that of history—tradition such as springs from facts, great and tremendous 


- facts, which engraved themselves deeply upon the tablets of the memory, 


but which cut too. deep, were too overwhelming, too agonising, to allow of 
anything more than of a cry of despair; but yet so shrill, so piercing, and so 
weird as to leave behind an echo which never afterwards ceased to reyeberate. 

It is rather a general impression of unutterable pain which it conveys 
than a distinct notion of any event that inflicted it, Tradition connects 
this period of national mourning with the great teacher Akisaa, whose 
numerous disciples, we are told, were swept away during this period, the 
calamity being stayed only on the thirty-third day. In this brief tradition 
there looms up before us in a dark horizon the faint outline of some over- 
whelming national disaster, which attaches to the name of the celebrated 
rabbi, as the most conspicuous figure in the age in which he lived, and 
which the generation affected by it could only shriek out, but not depict, as 
is always the case, when a stupendous catastrophe breaks in so crushingly 
as to paralyse all intellectual powers, while intensifying the sense of terror. 

Happily, we know suflicient of the life and achievements of this rabbi 
from other sources to be enabled to give tongue to this mute terror, and to 
interpret the inarticulate sounds of the age, the mutterings of which have 
reached our time. AxkIBaH, we know, was a cotemporary of that great 
national rising under Barkocusa, which at one time threatened to shake 


the Colossal Roman Empire, which it took Haprian nearly three years to 


quell, and to suppress which he had at last to call in from distant Britain 
the aid of his ablest general —Aiexanver Sevenvs. Rabbi the 
mes} venerated teacher of his day, had been won over to the side of the 


Hebrew mighty leader, applying tohim Bataam’s prophecy, “a star shall step 
forth from Jacos.” Nay, more, the patriotic rabbi, as is justly conjectured, 
had assisted in planning the widespread insurrection, and the numerous 
and extensive journeys undertaken by him, as recorded in the T'almnd, are 
rightly brought into connection with the fierce outbreak against Rome, which 
in a short time deprived her of fifty-two fortified cities and of nearly one 
thousand open places, subjecting for a time the whole of Palestine to the 
victcrious army of the valiant Bancocuss, The struggle was fierce, and 
even protracted. And had it been possible for bravery, enthusiasm, and an 
unshaken determination rather to die than to yield to prevail against 
discipline, strategy, skill, numbers and boundless resources, the cause of the 
Jewish warriors need not have succumbed. Bancocuna, instead of being 
stigmatised as a rebel and an impostor, would have been extolled as another 
Jopas Maccanagcs, and his name would have been enshrined in a special 
prayer, as is that of the family of the Asmoneans. But he succumbed at 
last. And although the scanty records mention the Ninth of Ab as the sad 

day on which Bether, the last stronghold of the insurgents, fell, yet some 
stupendous disaster, whereby Rabbi Akisa’s followers greatly suffered, which 
paved the way for the approaching catastrophe—perhaps some overwhelming 

defeat of the Jewish host—seems to have befallen the unfortunate warriors 
during the Sepheerak, which has cast for ever its dark shadow over the cala- 
mitous period, 7 

The few traditions preserved in the rabbinical writings, as well as the 

scanty references to the catastrophe extant in the annals of Roman cotem 

porary authors, as well as in the writings of some fathers of the Church, 
who lived not long afterwards, testify to the terrible slaughter among the 
victims which followed the defeat, the thorough devastation of the country, 
and the unutterable misery which the disaster brought on the survivors. It 
may be said with justice that the utter destruction of the Jewish. polity, tLe 
final suppression of all-national aspiration after independence by physica 

force, and the wide dispersion of the fugitives far beyond the confines of the 
Roman and Parthian Empires,date from that period. It was after the sad 
issue of this insurrection that Zion was ploughed like a field, and that no 
Jew was permitted to approach Jerusalem, now rebuilt’ as a heathen city, 
with a heathen temple rising over the site once covered by the stately piles 
of Sotcmon and Herop. No wonder, therefore, that the stamp of deep 
national gloom impressed itself upon this period. 


Dreadful as the calamity was, it was yet not without a lesson to the 
humiliated and crushed people. To us, their remote descendants, the 
destraction of the polity of our fathers and the loss of our national indepen- 
dence, seem by no means an unendarable lot. We find no hardship in our 
dispersion, and cheerfully identify ourselves with the respective nations 
among which our lot is cast; nay, allow ourselves to be absorbed by, them 


socially, civilly and politically, provided our religious integrity can be 


preserved. We consider ourselves as a religious, and not a political com- 
munity. We stand apart from the general population as a distinct religious 
body, but in every other respect we are of and with the people, Such were 
not the sentiments of our fathers, Love to Judea was deeply engraved in 
their hearts. The flame of patriotism fiercely burning in their souls cast 
its lurid reflection far and wide around them, The idea of being a nation 
without a country was intolerableto them, Their profouudest and strongest 
yearning was for the restoration of their polity. | : 


To them, moreover, it appeared that the practices of their religious 
rites, endeared to them beyond anything on earth, was impossible out of 
the Holy Land. ‘This was indissolaubly bound up with their holiest associa- 
tions. The teaching which subsequent ages disclosed to them, that the 
essential parts of the ancestral religion were independent of time and place, 
had not yet revealed itself to their minds, They were not yet conscious 
that a new act in the momentous drama of the universe, in which they 
performed such a conspicuous part, had yet to be played by them. It was 
inconceivable to them that the Gop Who had released them from Egyptian 
slavery with a strong hand and outstretched arm, Who had restored them 
from the Baby'onian captivity, and hid in the troublous days of the 
Maccasges saved them from the overwhelming power of the Syro-Grecian

Ever since, Isnaet has understood this new part of her mission 
and has borne her lot with fortitude; ever since Israkt has patiently submitted

whatever the persecutions to which she was subjected, she has never offered 
physical resistance. Even when her sons were in suflicient numbers in 
moments of the darkest despair, and when circumstances might have 
favoured physical resistance to the ferocious persecution, as was the case 
at the expulsion of the Jews from Spain, they meekly said, if they will let 
us live we will live, if not we will die, but we will not rise in rebellion; 
although rebellion, if ever jastifiable, it would have been then. And ever 
since Isragn has sincerely and thoroughly identified her interests with those 
of the general population among which her let has been east, and proved 
herself truly patriotic wherever her dispersed were cordially received and 
treated with humanity, 

Kyver since, she has drawn a clear and distinct line of demarkation 
between the country of the present, claiming all her energies and drawing 
upon her living sympathies, and the indefinite future which Gop kept 
shut up in his. inscrutable counsel. The two are to each other as is 
life present to the life in the world to come, The interests of the two, 
far from being antagonistic, may and must be harmonised. When the right 
time determined in His counsel shall have come, He will know how to turn 
the hearts of his people in the direction He may choose, whatever their own 
resolves may be. It is these lessons which are taught by the sad events 
which tradition has, on the one hand, attached to Rabbi Axtrau and his 
twelve thousand pair of disciples said to have perished, and, on the other, 
has associated with the period between Passover and the Feast’ of Weeks. 
It must, further, not be forgotten that this very period a thousand years 
later was marked by another calamity of the Jewish pcople, differing from 
that characterised only in degree, not in kind. The crusade of the year 
1096 proved to the Jews in Germany as disastrous as the Hadrianic war to 
their ancestors in Palestine. And, again, it was between Passover and 
Pentecost that the fury of the enemy was chiefly experienced. 

Let, therefore, the paraphernalia of national mourning by which we are 
surrounded, remind us of these calamities, They are terrible enough to be 
‘engraved on the tablets of our memory, :

‘The year 
commenced with a debt due to the Treasurer of £43, and it cleses with a balance 
in hand of £58. “ Notwithstanding the generally incressed amount of distress 
in the neighbourhood, there has been actually a slight decrease in the number of 
people requiring relief and in the amount expended in relief.” There has been 
‘* a decrease in the cost of the general relief granted both to residents and casuals, 
but more especially with respect to the latter class." An arrangement has been 
made for the admission into the Jewish Home, London, of aged poor persons in 
Birmingham on the Board paying for their support, and the co-operation of the 
local Jewish Philanthropic Society has been secured inthe matter. While a 
larger proportion of the relief granted has been “in kind,” an increased sum has 
beeu spent to start persons in business, In dealing with these cases, tho report 
states, “ the Board is usually inclined to look with a liberal eyé, as it is hoped 
that such a grant will be the means of raising a whole family from pauperism, 
and in some cases the Board has not been disappointed.” (

MR. GOLDWIN SMITH AND JEWISH PATRIOTISM. 


— 


At the conclusion of his lecture on “The Volunteers,” reported in our last, Mr 
Lewis EMANUEL offered the following remarks on Mr, Goldwin Smith's article in 
the Aineteenth Century : 1 am aware of the depth and abundance of your patriotiem, 
and that it is unnecessary to say one word here in order to awaken an interest or to 
kindle an enthusiasm for any movement which affects the welfare of our country. 
P fessor Smith has ventured to assert that a genuine Jew cannot be a patriot, “4 
n ..e false and malicious calumny was never uttered. It is malicious, because as a 
professor of history Mr. Smith ought to know better than most — how utterly 
unfounded is this charge. What, a genuine Jew not a patriot ! say, without fear 
of contradiction, that the more genuine a man’s Judaism, the more staunch is hj« 
patriotism. Both the Written and Oral Jewish Law inculcate the obligation of pray- 
ing for the peace of the country in which we live, and this is a command we have 
faithfully obeyed. This portion of the Professor's diatribe against our community is 
so absurd as almost to carry with it its own reputation. But as the Professor's rank 
may give his views an adventitious value in the estimation of a certain class of 
readers, it may be worth while to say a few words upon the subject. A charge of so 
grave a character deliberately preferred against an entire race ought surely to be 
supported by clear and incontestable evidence. But what do we find’ In the place 
of facts Mr. Smith relies on the most shadowy speculations. But in refuting this 
calumny, we can happily call to our aid the hard logic of facts, In answer to the 
enquiry, can genuine Jews be patriots’ we say, asa fact, they are, and have been 
patriots, in every age and every country, I will not refer to the heroic bravery of 
the Asmoneans, or to the immortal renown which the Jews acquired by their defence 
of Jerusalem against Vaspasian, for in these cases they were fighting for their own 
race, and their independence. But I will cite a few instances in which they have 
exhibited the greatest patriotism in fighting for those countries in which they 
happened to reside. In the Roman War against Mithridates it was the Jewish 
warriors who turned the tide of fortune in favour of the Roman legions. In the 
sixth century it was the Jews who saved Naples when besieged by Belisarius, In the 
tenth century they afforded most valuable aid in driving from Bohemia the brigands 
which infested the country. In 1346 they fortified Burgos, and resisted Henri de 
Transtamare, In the Middle Ages they produced generals who commanded the armics 
of Portugal, and Chambers,.a famous commodore of the English navy. In 15s; 
they defended Prague with such distinguished valour that a special banner was pr>- 
sented to thein by the authorities of the city commenvorative of the event. In Suri- 
nam, where a large Jewish community existed, they had a militia composed almos: 
exclusively of our coreligionists which rendered great services to the colony 0. 
various occasions, Napoleon had a large number of Jewish soldiers, whom he highly 
prized, and of whom two became marshals of the Empire, namely, Soult and Massena, 
During the last American War there were as many as 15,000 Jews serving valiantly 
in the army of the United States, amongst whom were officers of all grades, including 
Daring the Franco-German War a vast number of Jews served on 
either side, and many received the Iron Cross and Legion of Honour for feats of 
valour in the field. During the recent War in the East, of the Russian Generals 
whose names became most conspicuous three are Jews, viz., Todleben, Heymann, 
who recently died, and Lazaroff. Even the poor down-trodden Roumanian Jews 
flocked to their national standard and fought bravely for the country that oppresses 
and persecutes them. When we look at home have not we English Jews ever been 
noted for our loyalty and patriotism? It was not many years after ourre-admission 


into this country that a Jew, Dyte, grandfather of Dr. Dyte, saved the life of King — 


George the Third when he was shot at, at Drury Lane Theatre. In the Chartist 
movement in 1848, in the Fenian and Reform riots in 1866-7-8, the Jews rallied 
round the throne in large numbers by the side of their fellow-citizens, and served as 
special constables for the maintenance of the Constitution and of the cause of order, 
In the present Volunteer movement Dr. Adler tells us 2,000 Jewish Volunteers are, 
or have been in the ranks, I do not believe this is an excessive estimate, In my 
own corps, a small one, we have had thirty or forty, and there are in London and 
Middlesex alone between fifty and sixty corps. In the army and navy also there are 
many Jews, Dr, Russell, in his work on India, speaks in glowing terms of the brave 
services of poor Captain da Costa, who died from wounds. received at Lucknow. 
Another young Jewish oflicer was appointed by our government on the Dritish staff 
in the Franco-German War, and another, formerly in the Victoria Rifles, has recently 
received a staff appointment. But can patriotism be exhibited by services in the 
army and navy alone? Surely there are many other spheres of useful labour in 
which one may prove one’s genuine love of country. The Jew is to be found working 
loyally and devotedly in all those many fields of activity, whether municipal, politi- 
cal, charitable, or otherwise, which go to make up the fabric of public life in Eng- 
land. What great charitable institution is there which is not supported by our 
coreligionists! Is a fund to be raised to meet some dire calamity, whether at home 
or abroad, which does not boast the names of Jews on its committee ! Jews are 
members of many of the principal municipal corporations, of several of which they 
have been mayors. They are members of the magistracy, of boards of guardians, of 
vestries. In every great political struggle they take as warm and active an interest 
as their fellows, As members of Parliament, and as electors, as writers, and as 


public speakers, they play their part in the conduct of the political affairs of the 


country. If unhappily, as at the present juncture, they espouse a line of politics 
opposed to that of Mr. Goldwin Smith, they incur his sore displeasure, and are called 
unpatriotic! As a rule, the Jews differ in their politics exactly as do the rest of her 
Majesty's lieges, but in the present crisis it is an undoubted fact that the vast 
majority, whether Liberals or Conservatives, are staunch supporters of the policy of 
Her Majesty's Government. Whether this arises from the sympathy which they 
have with the Turks on account of the monotheistic belief which the two races share 
in. common, or from a sentiment of gratitude towards those who have uniformly 
protected their coreligionists from the hand of the oppressor, or from their approval 
of a policy which they believe will maintain the honour and the interests of the 
country, and which vindicates the sanctity of treaties, whatever be the cause, 


Ifer Majesty's Government enjoys the support of the great majority of the J ewish ° 


community. Mr. Smith has the malignity to insinuate that the Jews are goading on 
this country to War for their own selfish ends. Now, let me ask, were England 


unfortunately to drift into a war who would have to bear the great strain that wovld 


ensue! Do you think it would be the learned professors, or the landowners, or the 
fund-owners? Certainly not. ; 
mercantile shipping and trading classes, for commerce would be well nigh suspended, 
trade would be paralyzed, and every cargo, whether of import or of export, would 
find its way into neutral bottoms. I need not tell you that most of our corell- 
gionists are engaged in commerce ; if, therefore, they were the unpatriotic and selfish 
persons Mr, Smith would have one believe, they would strive their utmost to prevent 
rather than to encourage a war which would so seriously affect their most vital 
interests. To conclude, I think we may fairly assume that an unprejudiced British 
public who know the Jews as they are rather than as they are painted by the dis- 
tempered imagination of a dreamy professor, will consign these audacious charges 
to the limbo of * rejected addresses,”

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THE JEWS OF SYDNEY.

The occasion of the Consecration of the new and magnificent synagogue at 
Sydney, has been taken advantage of by the colonial press to refer to the Jewish 
community in highly laudatory terms. We copy a few of the comments: 

«“ The presence of a large number of Christian citizens, showed that the interest 
of the oceasion transcended narrow denominational limits, It is understood that a 
good many Christian subscriptions found their way into the synagogue Building 
Fand, And it is also true that a good deal of Jewish money has of late years been 
subscribed to Christian institutions. This mutual sympathy between members of 
the two faiths isan admirable rentiment. We may well rejoice that the bitter feud 
between Jew and Christian, which stains so much of the history of the Old Wovrld, 
has not even the shadow of existence here. May the old prejudice never find a foot- 
hold in the Southern world! The Christian should never forget that the Christ was 
a Jew, that the Hebrew Scriptures constitute the largest part of his Bible, and that, 


jn short, Judaism was the cradle of Christianity. And the Jew may be proud that 


from the Old Faith has sprung a system which has proved itself the mighticst force 
in the world’s civilisation. ‘There is really so much common ground held by Jew 
and Christian, that they can worship together, as they did yesterday, and accord each 
other the warm sympathy which is so munch more than cold toleration. Rabbi 
Davis's oration was worthy of his reputation for eloquence and liberality, worthy of 
the rare occasion, and worthy of the ancient religion which he represented. The 
utter absence of narrowness and bitterness from the deliverance was its happiest 
feature. Broad, tolerant, human sentiments, will always strike the best chords in 
men's hearts.” 

‘In New South Wales there has been accorded to the Jews, by the confidence of 
their fellow-colonists, a large share in the honour and work of legislation. Though 
the Jews are, numerically, only about one two-hundreeth part of the population of 
this colony, they have, ever since the introduction of Responsible Government, had 
three or four members in the two Houses of Parliament, and, as at present, have 
repeatedly had one of their people among the Ministers of the Crown. This proves 
the respect and confidence with which the electors have regarded them. And 
although their representation in Parliament and in the Government, is far in excess 
of their proportional number, no one has any reason to complain, as they have 
acquired the position they ho'd in public affairs constitutionally, through the 


influence which their social worth has won for them. Among the Jews of this 


colony there has been, for a long time, a succession of very liberal supporters of the 
charitable institutions of the country ; and, whenever a public appeal has been made 
for help to a movement on behalf of humanity, the Jews have shown themselves 
ready to contribute in a liberal manner, Now that they have accomplished tlie 
remarkable achievement of building a synagogue in Sydney, large enough to contain 
within it every one of their race in the colony, their fellow-citizens may well view 
with sentiments of good-will and hope that beautiful structure, standing as it does 
in a. most favourable position for observation, and adding to the architecture of the 
city no mean adornment,”

THE FAMINE IN CuINA,—The India and China mail just received vid Brindisi, 
brings advices from Shanghai np to the ith April. The local newspapers contain 
numerous references to the terrible famine which is still ravaging the northern 
provinces of China. The following letter, addressed by an English missionary to the 
Secretary of the Relief Fund in Shanghai, is printed im the Celestial Finpire: “1 
regret to say that in the regions of Lao-Ling, Teu-Ping and Ling-Hsien, in Shantung, 


and Ning-Ching, in Chihli, where we have mission stations, the distress is, if possible, 


worse than it was last year. The continued drought for three years has brought the 
people to an absolute state of misery and destitution. Until the present: winter, 
many of the wealthy landowners and farmers have been able to live on their store 
from former years and meagre crops during the drought, and afford a little help to 
their poorer neighbours. . But now, they, too, are without food, have had to sell their 
farm implements, cattle, pawn their land (where they could), and live on the horrid 
stuff that the poorest have had to eat so long. It-cannot be called food, as it yields 
no nourishment, but it quells the awful pain of hunger for a time, only, in too many 
cases, to produce greater pain, or wasting disease, ‘The complaint is, that the young 
men are too feeble to work in their fields just now, when the season for, labour is 
come, Many villages are half depopulated, and I passed one village on the border 
line of Shantung and Chihli provinces, utterly deserted ; every house stripped of 
roof, door and window ; the bare mud walls alone standing. Children are sold or 
given away, and sometimes young infants ase buried alive by their parents, During 
absence from home for a few months of a young man, recently married, and who is 
a member of one of our churches, his family were reduced to such fearful straits, 
that in order to get food his father and mother sold his young wife. Some of the 
most unaccountable methods are resorted to by these poot people in their extremity 
for procuring food. Deaths from starvation are daily occurring in every village, and 
pestilence is still abroad, in some instances carrying off whole families,” 

PROFESSOR MAX MULLER’S LecTURE.—-Again a crowded andience, con- 
sisting of leading men of Science, of Literature, and of Religion, met in the West- 
minster Chapter House to hear Prof. Max Miiller’s third Lecture on “ The Origin and 
Growth of Religion,” as illustrated by the religions of India. | The learned lecturer 
chose the simplest possible language to describe the untutored savage’s first concep- 


- tion of the soul, and he thus described it: Watching his shadow, the Benin negro 


noticed that it stayed with him by day, but left him by night, From these observa- 
tions the idea of a second self arose, and this idea blending with another, namely,. 
that of breath lasting through life, but quitting man at death, first gave the idea of 
a living soul separate from the body. ‘There, observes the lecturer, we catch a real 
transition from seen to unseen, from material to immaterial, and thus men in the 
early history of religion’ formed their first crude idea of the immortal soul. The 
Professor next spoke, with the greatest, enthusiasm and eloquence, of the 
Vedic hymns of India, collected, not from manuscripts, but from oral traditions ; 
there was nothing, he observed, more primitive, uot to say in India alone, but in the 
whole Aryan world, than the hymns of the Rig Veda, This oldest of old books, 
which for more than 3,000 or 4,000 years had formed the foundation of the moral life 
of untold millions of human beings, had never been published, until it fell to his 
(Max Muller's) lot first to edit its sacred text, together with its most authoritative 
commentary : though, he continued, there were a few manuscripts extant, it was not 
by them, but by dint of memory, that this Rig Veda had been published. The Pre- 
fessor then read a letter from one of his Indian correspondents, from which he gave 
the following interesting extract : “As I write, a Vaidik scholar is going over your 
Rig Veda text, he has his own manuscript on one side, though he does not open it, 
except occasionally, for he knows the whole of the Samhita and Pada by heart, I 
wish I could send you his photograph—how he is squatting in my tent with his 
uparita (the sacred cord) round his shoulders—not a bad specimen of an old bard,” 
Think, said the Professor, in concluding his lecture, of that half-naked Hindoo, re- 
peating under an Indian sky the sacred hymns which have been handed down for 
thousands and thousands of years by oral tradition. If printing or writing had never 
been invented—if India had never been occupied by the English—that young Brah- 
min with hundreds of his countrymen would probably have been engaged just the 
same in learning and saying by heart the simple prayers first uttered on the banks 
of the Punjaub rivers ; and here are we Europeans in the very zenith of our intel- 
lectual life, proposing to learn from these sacred hymns some of the deepest secrets 
of the human heart, }

The heads of the zealots ia our city have not yet settled down. They still 
harass the youths who apply themselves to the study of Ilebrew. And where they 
cannot coerce by interfering with the Aalukah money, they endeavour to sow discord 
between the members of the family in opposition to the rabbis of old, who 
pronounced peace to be the highest blessing. Last week there found its way to 
our city copies of the Hebrew periodical, Ze Voice, in which there was an 
account of the riotous proceedings when it was proposed to introduce the study 
of Arabic in our echool. And suspecting that the account was written by a 
certain member of their congregation, it is said that they intend to withhold 
from him his share of the halukah. There is only one means, in my opinion, to 
emancipate the youth desirous of progress froin the power of the bigots. This 
is that the noble-minded in Europe should make these progressiopists indepen- 
dent of the Aaluhah by their generous gifts. The power now possessed by the 
bigots of coercing their opponents into compliance with their fanaticism would 
thus slip out of their hands. The progressionists, now only a few, woald 
gradually increase, and in time become numerous enough to bid defiance to these 
fanatics. 

An honoured lady, named Bertha Berthean, of St. Gerinain, France, has 
bought the cave of “The Sepulchre of the Kings"—called by our brethren “The 
Cave of Calba Sabua "—to the north of the Holy City, and walled it in, and also 
built a cottage close by for a keeper to live there. The sam laid out for this 
amounts to about 1,000 Napoleons. She did it in compliance with the wish of 
her (deceased) father, who charged her to parchase the site to be the property 
of the Jews. Chief Rabbi Isidor and the French Consul here were instrumental! 
in this purchase. 

Hitherto there existed no register here for non-Mahometan subjects. Dut 
now as native Christians and Jews are equally liable to serve in the National 
Guard, a Commission has been appointed to register all houses and all natives, 
as well as protegcs. 

The Amsterdam Committee forwarded 2,000 francs, which were distributed 
to buy Passover cakes. The Rothschilds of aris likewise sent a sum of money

to the Congregations of Wolin, Karlin, Roumania and Minsk, which this year 
received no support from their countrymen, 

The violent rain last month has done so much injury to. the school of the 
Sephardim, that it had to be vacated by the pupils. 10,000 franes will be 
required to repair the damage. An appeal has beeu issued to raise this sum. 
The school well deserves support. In this school Arabic is also taught. The 
greater mortality this year arose from the prevalence of measles among the 
young, many of whom.died, but the mortality among the adults did not exceed 
the average. : A. M. Luxez. 


IIerr Simon Stampfer sends us an account of the death of ‘the late Rabbi 
Auerbach. le deplores his decease as an extraordinary loses to the Holy City, 
and exhausts himself in eulogics on the departed. Ravbi Meyer Auerbach was 
Chief Rabbi of all the German congregations. Ile died at the age of sixty-three, 
having resided at Jerusalem eighteen years. [le was ill for fuur mouths, and 
during this time incessant prayers were offered up for his recovery. Ile died ia 
the court in which was situated the house of study established by him, and 
wherein he had taught for so many years. [err Stampfer describes the deceased 
as a very eminent talmudist, and as thé author of some much-esteemed talmudical 
works. Ile left behind several valuable manuscripts. IHlis humility was as great 
as his benevolence, and he was universally beloved. He was publicly mourned 
by the Haham-Bashi and by ail other leading rabbis. His feueral wes attented 
by the whole Jewish community. Herr Stampfer further writes that the dreaded 
locusts have made their appearance in the districts of Joppa and ‘Tiberias, and 
that they have done a great deal of mischief. |

Brive Sky 1x rue Binte.—In Professor Max Miiller’s first lecture, “On 
the Perception of the Intinite,” as published in the Contemporary Review for the 
current inonth, we meet with the following passage: ‘“ Iu the aycient hymns cf 
the Veda, so full of the dawn, the sun and the sky, the blue eky ic never 
mentioned ; in the Zendavesta the blue sky is never meationed ; in Homer the 
biue sky is never mentioned ; in the Old and New Testawent the blue sky is 
never mentioned.” We cannot say in how far the Professor's statement is 
correct when he refers to the several compositions, the productions of uninspired 
men, as we do not pretend to have examined them.: We take the Professor's 
word for it. But we do think there is a reference to the blue sky in the writings 
of Moses. In Exodus xxiv. 10, we read: “ And they saw the God of Israel : 
and there was under his feet as it were a paved work of sapphire stone, and as 
it were the body of heaven in his clearness.’ Here the body of heaven, or 
rather sky—in Hebrew the two are expressed by the same word—is compared 
with the sapphire, which we all know is blue. And, again, further on the 
lecturer said: “The sky was blue in the days of the Veda poeta, of the Zoroas- 
trian worshippers, of the lebrew prophets, of the Homeric singers ; but though 
they saw it they knew it not: they had no name for that which is the sky's own 
peculiar tint, the sky-blue, the coeruleum.” Now, did the Professor not make a 
mistake so far as Hebrew is concerned ? The Llebrews, surely, had a name of 
sky-blue, We make for this purpose the following quotation from 
Fiirst’s Concordance, s.v., “cochlea (19M) conchiliam (helix ianthina Lin ) 
deinde color caeruleus ex cochleae sanguine contici solitus v. Menahot iv, Chulin 
vi. f. 89, ONO) (“ tecaleth resembles the sea and the sea 
the sky.”) | |

PuitirropoLis.—Three Jewish girls, daughters of well-to-do parents, have 
disappeared in an unaccountable manner. Their ages are from 18 to 20. It 18 
said that they have been abducted either by Bulgarians or Russians. 

GALILILEA.—The small-pox, writes the J/abazeleth, has broken out with 
great virulence and is carrying off many persons, and among them many Co- 
religioniste. A public fast has been proclaimed at Jerusalem, aud prayers have 
been offered up to avert this calamity from the oly City. 


GaticiaThe Union “Shomer Israel,” has issued an inviiation to the 
several communities in the kingdom to send deputies to Lemberg, to meet in 
conference on the 18th, 19th and 20th July next, for the purpoee of forming a 
representative body for the Jews of the whole country. 


ViennA.—Baron de Hirsch was appoi:.ted by the Emperor of Austria, a 
member of the Austrian Commission of the Paris Exhibition. The Baron offered 
to defray the cost of the erection of the front of the Austrian compartment. 
The cost would not. be less than 60,000 flor:ns. The Baron has taken up his 
abode at Vienna permanently.—Jsraelit. 


Satonica.—A correspondent of the Standard writes: “I hear from a good 
source that the Jews of Salonica and the surrounding country, who emigrated 
from Spain at the close of the fifteenth century, being apprehensive of falling 
under Bulgar or Russian rule, are petitioning the Spanish Government to accord 
them the protection and rights of Spanish subjecte. | 


Vienna.—All Jewish soldiers in the garrison, as well as the hundreds of 
Jewish boys apprenticed to Christian masters, were fed during the whole of 
Pasecver at the experse of the Jewish community. ‘This year, even the soup 
kitchen was kept open the whole of Passover week. ‘Ile very considerable 
expense thereby incurred, was chiefly borne, says the Magid, by the Barons 
Rothschild and Konigswarter. 


Paussta.—In several synagogues, thankegiving services were held for the 
escape of the Emperor from the hands of the would-be assassin, The first of 
these synagogues was that attached to the rabbinical seminary at Berlin.-—A 
Prussian military staff-physician, Dr. Rosenzweig, proposes, in a pamphiet 
published by him, that circumcision should be prescribed by law for the whole 
country, experience having tanght that Jews and Turks are less liable to certain 
diseases than Christians.—Judische L’resse. 


Russta.—The Judische Presse states that the following two questions will 
be submitted to the Jewish Conference summoned to St. Petersburg, and to 
which we have referred before: (1.) What measures are to be adopted to 
prevent the withdrawal of the Jews from military service, as has been repeatedly 
the cave. (2.) By what means could be abolished certain customs and general 
practices ( Corporationssiiten) which so markedly separate the Jew from the 
general population among which they live, and which place such great obstacles 
in the way of their approach to the general mass of the inhabitants.

American Jorrincs.—[From a Correspondent.]|—New York, April, 1878. 
—The Holydays are over, and the first detachment of the Jewish contingent to 
the fashionable watcring places will soon be en route to the cottages and hotels, 
The synagogues and temples were well filled, for, somehow, American Jews 
unless “quite gone,” bave a notion that Passover after all is of some importance.

“sittings,” there are only 2,752 “memberships.” These figures, which are per- 
fectly reliable, are very cloquent as to the real position of the Jews here, and in 
the States genezally for that matter. The fact is the societies “ B'nai Berith,” 


the “Kesher Shel Barzel,” and the “Free Sons,” are very popular, and supply the | 


great majority of American Jews with just as much religion as they need, 
coila tout.—Felix Adler of “ Ethi-cultural’’ fame, has lately distinguished 
himself by a sweeping denunciation of ministers of various sects Ile is 
reported in the New York Herald as saying as follows : “ The great stream of 
intellect was leaving theology and goirg over to the sciences ; theology was no 
longer the mistress of universities, and only narrow bigots or shrewd knaves fi!] 
the pulpits of ourday. They were religious tranips who feed on tho offal of 
knowledge, on the -weaknerses of women aid the ignorance of men.’ Le wrote 
a lame sort of letter soon afterwards, which was published, attempting to 
qualify his sentences. Surely ¢/is is ethical culture with a vengeance! One cf 
the Jewish papers here advocated an Astruc or-a Diinner coming here to mend 
matters, but I guess it would take a score of both, and then they wou'd not 
succeed. “ How far the‘ Reform’ Jews go,” says yesterday's Jerald, “ may 
be judged from the testimony of the sympathetic Reformer and Jewish Timcs 
that some of their ministers not only disbelieve in miracles, but openly deny the 
inspiration of the Bible, boldly abolish the doctrine of the Messiah, advocate the 
abolition of the Abrahamic rite, and complaceutly countenance the abolition of 
the Sunday observance, the Passover, and even the fasting on Atonement Day.” 
With all respect, our ministers are not so bad as that—unless Felix Adler be 
reckoned one, which he most certainly is not.—The Young Mens’ Hebrew Asso- 
ciation is about to move to a more spacious location. ‘The President, Mr. [. &. 
Isaacs, was presented with a handsome testimovial upon the occasion of his 
mnarriage.—The Classes of the two Rev. Mendes’, connected with their respective 
synagogues, will soon close.—The Rev. Jacobs’ lectures (weck-day series) have 
already ended ; he has been very active in forwarding the scheme for the Union 
of American Congregations, whi-b has assumed large proportions, but is unfor- 
tunately suspected of tending to Western “ Reform.’—The collection for the

It is contemplated to hold during the summer a Conference of Delegates 
from the principal Jewish Associations onthe Continent,in England and America 
to discuss principally the position of the Jews affected by the Eastern Question. 
We publish the following circular invitation which has been issued by the 
Alliance Israelite Universelle : 


Alliance Israelite Universelle, Paris, Ist May, 1878 
Sir,—I*t is the practice of the Central Commitice of the Alliance Israclite Universelle to invite 

its Branches to a General Assembly in order to render an account of its operations. The meetin 

which it had organised at the end of 1876 in favour of the Jews of the East has further charged 4 

by a final resolution to invite to Paris, at the time of the Universal Exhibition, delegates from the 

Jewish communities of all countries. It has since received from various quarters— notably from the 

Board of Delegates of New York—suegestions to the same purpose. Consequently, we have the 

honour to inform you that the Central Committee has adopted the two following resolutions : 

1. The Thirteenth General Meeting of the Alliance Israelite Universelle shall take place in Paris on 
Monday, 12th August, 1878. 

2. The meeting shall be immediately followed by Conferences,-to which Jews from all countries shal] 
be invited, to deliberate upon the general interests of Judaism.’ 


The Programme will comprise the following subjects : 
. The Development of the Alliance. 


(2. Discussion as to the means to be employed in order to give more scope to the action of Jews in

favour of their coreligionists. 

3. Increase of the number of Schools, 

4. Amelioration of the condition of the Israclitcs in the East and in Africa by manufacturing and 
agricultural pursuits, 

5, Statistical Questions. 

The Committee is willing to receive propositions of a charactcr to be submitted to the Delibora- 
tions of the Conference, Such propositions should be communicated in writing before the 31st July 

The Central Committee has the honour to invite to its General Meeting and to the Conferences 
Which will follow, the Coumittees of the Alliance as well as all duly constituted Jewish Associations 
and all Socicties interested in this highly interesting subject, and also the Jewi-h Press.

MeLpourne.—The annual general meeting of the Melbourne Branch of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association was held recently in the hall at the rear of the Bourke 
Street Synagogue, Mr. Isaac Jacobs, the Vice-President, in the chair. The report 
and balance-sheet were adopted ‘The chairman pointed out that during the last 
year an appeal had been issued by the London Association to its Branches for tLe 
relief of the non-combatant victims of the late war, and this Branch had trans- 
mitted to London £400 for that purpose, but he considered that it would le 
advisable to keep the appeal before the public some months longer, as advices 
had been received by the last mail informing the Branch that the number of 
sufferers, both Jews and Christians, had increased from 10,000 to 50,000. The 
following officers-bearers were elected for the ensuing two years: Mr. Ivaac 
Jacobs, President ; Mr. E. L. Zox, M.L.A., Vice-President :nd Treasurer; and 
Messrs. N.S. Marke, A. Waxman, J.P, I. Barnet, A. Levy, and M. Goldstein 
Committeemen. Votes of thanks were passed to Mr. Issac Jacobs (the chair- 
man) and Mr. Nathan Barnet (ihe hon, eecretary). 


CoLour —The May number of the Central blatt fir Praktisehe 
Augenheilkunder, published at Berlin, contains the result of the examination of 
the eyes of 5,000 children in some of the public schools by Professor Heerman 
Cohn and Dr. Herigo Marcus, from which it appears that of 814 Jewish childreu 
34 were colour blind, or twice as many as among the same numter of Christian 
children. Itis remarkable that all these were boys. Among the 836 Jewish 
girls not one was found to be colour blind. Among the Christian school girls 
there was one found colour blind; and on inquiry, it was found that she was 
the daughter of a converted Jewess. 


Iraty.—The Vessillo Jsraelitico writes that several liberal deputies, who are 
not Israelites, had promised to oppose the Commercial Treaty with Roumania 
had the Government brought it in, as was first intended, in an unamended state. 


Panis.—We stated some time ago that arrangements were being made for 
a banquet to be given in honour of the Chief Rabbi of France, Rabbi Isidor, and 
the Chief Rabbi of Paris, Rabbi Zadok Kahn, to celebrate the marks of distinc- 
tion conferred on them by the Government. We now learn that these two 
gentlemen, while acknowledging with gratitude the measure proposed to give 
expression to the sentiment of respect entertained for them, have declined the 
honour. ‘The idea, therefore, has been given up. 


Morocco.—The Echo of Oran mentions several attacks made by Arabs on 
Jewish wayfarers, in consequence of the general misery prevailing in the 
country. Two J-ws have been, midway between Tangier and Tetuan, robbed 
and left half dead on the road. A young Jew, a native of Tangier, was fired 
at by Arabs, and hit by several bullets. His life is despaired of. Lis companion, 
however, succeeded in escaping, although wounded.
